“Even the excess profits tax of 
1918, representing probably the best 
which could be devised, was .d- 
mittedly unsound, unfair, and dis- 
criminatory,” the business spokes- 
man said.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 — The 
administration-sponsored resolution 
to close the courts to gold clause 
suits against the Government after 
six months was adopted by the Sen- 
ate today. The vote was 53 to 24, 
The measure, attacked by oppo- 
nents as a “repudiation bill,” now 
goes back to the House, which al- 
ready has passed it, for considera- 
tion of Senate amendments. 


As approved by the House, the 
resolution would have barred gold 
suits immediately. The principal 
change made by the Senate was the 
provision for a six-month period in 
which claims could be filed. 
Despite attacks by both Demo- 
crats and Republicans, the resolu- 
tion was approved with less than 
a day’s debate. Warnings from 
critics of the measure that it would 
endanger Government credit were 
denied by administration spokes- 
men yesterday, The final vote was 
taken without debate. 


Supreme Court’s Ruling. 


The bill is intended to close a 
loophole left by the Supreme 
Court’s gold clause decision. The 
Court held that holders of Govern- 
ment obligations promising to pay 
in gold could recover if they could 
show they were damaged by pay- 
ment in paper currency.

He added that if world consump- 
tion were maintained at present 
levels, foreign and domestic mills 
could be expected to require con- 
siderably in excess of 11,000,000 
bales of American cotton. 

Government Has 5,000,000 Bales. 

In addition, he said that. the 
stocks of cotton held by the Gov- 
ernment, amounting to approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 bales, would not be 
available to purchasers except at a 
price in excess of 13 cents a pound, 
and therefore this cotton would not 
come in competition with the new 
crop until prices reached that level. 

“The administration sees no 
cause for anxiety in the present 
crop estimate,” Wallace said. “There 
are ample resources available to 
carry the present stocks financed 
by. the Government for an indefi- 
nite period.” 

Wallace said 
crop began to move in_ volume, 
there appeared a tendency for 
prices to be depressed, the admin- 
istration would not hesitate to offer 
ample loans that would immediate- 
ly absorb excess supplies. 

Strong pressure from the South 
has been brought for a loan of 12 
cents on the 1935 crop.

1, 1936.

The forecast compares with 9.- 
636,559 bales produced last year,

The condition of the crop on Aug. 
1 was 73.6 per cent of normal, in- 
dicating a yield of 198.3 pounds per 
acre, compared with 60.4 per cent 
a@ year ago and a yield of 170.9 
pounds last year. The 1924-33 aver- 
age Aug. 1 condition was 68.7 per 
cent and average yield 177.1 pounds.

struck what appeared to be the 
funnel of a large steamer. 

The anchor, suspended from the 
salvage ship as it moved slowly 
over the spot to which John Har- 
rington, 72-year-old fisherman, di- 
rected us Tuesday, suddenly hooked 
on a long cylindrical object pro- 
truding from the ocean bottom. 
Sounding Expert William Stephens, 
his eyes on the echo-sounder chart 
as it graphed the kedge’s progress, 
shouted to Capt. Russell. 

At once the Orphir’s engines were 
reversed, and foam swirled at the 
stern as it hurriedly backed. The 
kedge anchor held for a split sec- 
ond, then slipped off due to the 
slight momentum of the _ slowly 
moving Orphir. Tantalizingly, the 
anchor traced a leisurely half-circle, 
then gradually straightened out. It 
had slipped off what we have good 
reason to believe is the funnel of 
the British liner Lusitania. 


Story of the Day’s Work. 

After leaving Kinsale, the Orphir 
proceeded at once to the marking 
buoy, anchored to an eight-ton ce- 
ment block at the bottom, that we 
placed over the great wreck. While 
this gave us.a starting point, to 
rediscover the wreck was hours’ 
work. 

Casting the large block over the 
side was a tremendous task, and 
while we were accomplishing this 
Tuesday, the Orphir was drifting 
before the strong winds and tides. 
Consequently the exact spot re- 
mained to be found yesterday.

Then a tiny outline began to form 
on the chart, evidence of the sea 
bed rising to meet the kedge. But 
the protrusion, whatever it was, did 
not rise sufficiently for the anchor 
to fasten itself on it. We contin- 
ued on. 

Later another outline appeared 
This one shot up sud- 
denly—a high, cylindrical object 
thrusting upward from the ocean 
floor. The instant conclusion was 
The excitement of 
the officers watching the chart 
spread about the ship. 


Anchor Losés Its Hold. 

The kedge anchor slipped off de- 
spite all attempts to prevent it. 
Hurriedly the Orphir was put 
about, and Capt. Russell tried to 
retrace his course. We watched 
eagerly for that sharp, tall outline 
again, or a bulkier outline denot- 
ing the main part of the wreck. 

The sea floor, however, is tricky. 
An object on it is. like a coin 
dropped in a city dumping ground. 
Once the echo-sounder wavered 
from it an iota, or the kedge anchor 
relaxed its grip for an instant, it 
was lost. Sea currents on and be- 
low the surface, a brief gust of 
wind, were enough to throw us off 
the track.

The American Workers Union, in 
@ letter to Chief of Police Mc- | 
@arthy today, demanded a public’ 
hearing of charges that police | 
used brutal tactics to disperse a 
demonstration by members of the | 
union in front of relief headquar- | 
ters, July 22. 

The letter was occasioned by 
Chief McCarthy's recent recom- | 
mendation to the Board of Police 
Commissioners that complaints 
against the conduct of police at 
the demonstration be filed w-ih- 
out action. 

“It must be perfectly obvious,” 
wrote Eugene V. Henschel, chair- 
man of the union, “that the police 
eannot absolve themselves, with 
any show of impartiality, of re 
sponsibility for the abuses with 
which they stand charged, not only 
by the American Workers Union, 
but by the St. Louis Welfare Guild, 
the St. Louis Civil Liberties Com- | 
mittee. and a large section of the | 
citizens of St. Louis.” | 

Although the Board of Police | 
Commissioners directed Chief Mc- | 
Carthy to -investigate the com- | 
plaints, the letter said, the Amer- 
ican Workers Union had _ been 
given no opportunity to present 
testimony by persons who had | 
heen beaten by police, nor had | 
there been any inquiry made of | 
several disinterested witnesses. 

Chief McCarthy, after receiving 
the union's letter, told reporters he | 
had made his recommendation to} 
the Board of Police Commissioners 
after a thorough investigation, and 
¢hat so far as he was concerned 
the incident was closed. : 

Methods used by police in break- 
ing up the demonstration became 
an issue between officials of the 
St. Louis Relief Administration and | 
the St. Louis Welfare Guild, col-, 
lective bargaining agency of sal- 
aried relief workers, which charged | 
that relief officials “tacitly sanc- | 
tioned” police brutality. 

By agreement between relief of- |

WASHINGTON, Aug. &.—The res- 
ignation from the Business Advi- 
sory Council of, Winthrop W. Al- 
drich, chairman of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank, New Yrk, has revived 
reports of conflict between the ad- 
ministration and the board set wu 
by Secretary -of Commerce ene 

Aldrich was the sixth member to 
resign in recent weeks from the 
council, which was organized two 
years ago to advise the administra- 
tion on the business viewpoint. 

Aldrich, in a letter to Roper, dis- 
closed yesterday, said that “the de- 
mands upon my time” made it dif- 
ficult for him to attend council 
meetings and that “in justice to my 
other obligations” he should resign. 

Several of the council members 
who resigned have stated privately 
that they were dissatisfied with the 
council's ineffectiveness in advising 
the administration. 

Roper, asked at his press confer- 
ence if there was a possibility of | 
the council breaking up, said, “Not | 
the slightest.” 

“There are a lot of business men,” 
he said, “and many who resigned | 
were too busy to attend the coun-| 
cila meetings Those who have 
been with us longer have become 
more interested in the work and I 
venture the guess that these oldest 
members will be the last to leave.”

Following a telephone orm 
ference with Assistant Attorney 
General Russell Hardy in Washing- 
ton, he announced that he would 
order the hearing only if specific- 
ally directed to do so by United 
States Circuit Judge Gardner, who 
assigned him to St. Louis. 

After talking to Judge Gardner 
by telephone at his home in North 
Dakota, Judge Dewey issued an or- 
der for the defendants to show 
cause Sept. 4 why the injunction 
should not be granted. 

Hardy, who prepared the anti- 
trust indictment against Warner 
Bros. and other motion picture com- 
panies which was returned by a St. 
Louis grand jury in January, sought 
by the injunction suit to obtain a 
preliminary restraining order 
against the business practices com- 
plained of in the indictment.

WOUNDED SUITOR HELD 
N KILLING OF WOMAN 


Illinois Sheriff. Says He Admits 
Shooting Her Because She 
Rejected Him. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

McLEANSBORO, Ill., Aug. 8 — 
The body of Mrs. Mary Scott Oath, 
43 years old, killed Tuesday after- 
noon by her rejected suitor, Thomas 
Freeland of Carmi, 53, was found 
near her farm home on a little- 
traveled road near Lick Creek yes- 
terday. 

About 30 yards away, under a 
tree, was found Freeland, who had 
attempted suicide by shooting him- 
self over the right ear. His wound, 
which ranged upwards, is not con- 
sidered serious, 

According to Sheriff Sam L. Ma- 


lone, Freeland admits shooting Mrs. 
Oath, a widow, because she refused 
to marry him. 

Freeland, who was formerly a 
foreman in a Carmi factory, had 
been pressing his suit several 


months, and went to Mrs. Oatr’s 
farm about noon. He had been 
drinking, the Sheriff said, and 


renewed his pleas to Mrs. Oath. 
About 2:30 or 3 p. m., he told the 
Sheriff, they walked about 100 
yards from the home and Freeland, 
becoming enraged, drew his revol- 
ver and shot teh woman four times. 

He then fired the shot into his 
own head and threw the gun into 
some bushes, where Sheriff Malone 
found it, with five cartridges dis- 
charged, today. He then crawled to 
the shade of a nearby tree, Where 
he was found. 

A warrant charging Freeland 
with murder has been issued. 

Mrs. Oath, who had four children, 
had been married twice. 


HEAD OF COUNTY SCHOOLS 
SUBMITS REPORT FOR YEAR 


Total Indebtedness is $108,000 Less 
Than Last Year’s State- 
ment Shows. 


The report of Superintendent of 
Schools Russell of St. Louis County 
for the year ending last June 30 


was forwarded to the State Super- 
intendent of Schools today. It 
showed receipts of $5,791,133 and 
expenditures of $3,938,442, as com- 
pared to receipts of $5,488,209 and 
expenditures of $3,841,665 for the’ 
preceding year. 

Cash on hand July,1, 1935, was 
$1,852,695, as compared to $1,102,- 
492 July 1, 1934. The total value 
of the 193 schools buildings and 
their sites was placed at $14,725,683, 
with a total indebtedness of $7,- 
578,077, $108,604 less than that of 
last year. 

There are 39,312 pupils in the 90 
school @istricts, an increase of 105, 
and the average daily attendance 
'was 34976. There were 3006 
eighth grade graduates, an increase 
of 1002 over the number of the 
year before, and 1399 high school 
|graduates, an increase of 1932. 
| Teachers employed numbered 1316. 
|The buildings include 21 high 
schools, seven junior high schools, 
and 165 elementary schools. 

The average levy for rural school 
districts was 74 cents on $100 as- 
sessed valuation, and $1.65 in the 
incorporated areas. The districts 
voted $701,000 in. bonds.

Jurisdiction of the Supreme Court. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your editorial of July 29, entitled 

“Misreading the Constitution,” you 
undertake to set to rights one of your 
correspondents, who suggested that the 
Constitution of the United States, Section 
2 of paragraph 2 of the article which 
provides for the Federal judiciary, grants 
ample power to Congress to limit the 
right of the Supreme Court to declare 
an act of Congress in conflict with the 
Constitution, 

In that editorial you say, “Doubtless 
because the framers of the Constitution 
felt that the time might come when cir- 
cumstances would require an increase in 
the kind of cases in which the Supreme 
Court should have original jurisdiction, 
they gave Congress the right to make 
‘exceptions’ to the cases in which it was 
granted appellate jurisdiction.” 

This strikes me as a very remarkable 
statement. It is strange that in deliver- 
ing an argument intending to sustain the 
right of the Supreme Court of the United 
States to pass upon the constitutionality 
of acts of Congress, you should construe 
“the language used in Section 2, para- 
graph 2 of Article III to grant the right 
to Congress to increase “the kind of 
cases in which the Supreme Court should 

. have original jurisdiction,” for this was 
the very point decided in the famous 
case of Marbury vs. Madison. In fact, 
it was the only point decided in that case, 
all other statements of the court being 

, Obiter dicta, 


In that case, Marbury filed in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States an 
original proceeding for a writ of man- 
damus directed to the Secretary of State, 
James Madison. The justification for in- 
voking the original jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court of the United States was 
that Section 13 of an act of Congress 
known as-.the Judiciary Law of 1789, 
provided among other things that “the 
. Supreme Court... shall have power to is- 
gue writs of prohibition to the district 
courts...and writs of mandamus, in cases 
warranted by the principles and usages 
of law, to any court appointed or per- 
eons holding offices under authority of 
the United States.” 

Up to the time of this decision in the 
case of Marbury vs. Madison, no one had 
ever questioned the validity of Section 13 
of the Judiciary Law. Ellsworth, who 
preceded Marshall as Chief Justice, had 
drawn the Judiciary Act when he was a 
Senator in the First Congress. Yet, 
without hesitation, the Supreme Court 
decided and Chief Justice Marshall de- 
clared that Section 2, paragraph 2 of Ar- 
ticle III of the Constitution expressly de- 
fined the original jurisdiction of the Su- 
preme Court and carefully limited its au- 
thority. It held that the Supreme Court 
could take original cognizance only of 
apecific cases. 


jurisdiction.” 

There is no authority under the Com 
atitution to enlarge the original jurisdic- 
tion of the Supreme Court, or, as you 
put it in your editorial, to increase “the 
kind of cases in which the Supreme Court 
should have original jurisdiction.” For 
Marshall's reasoning upon this point, see 
the opinion in Marbury vs. Madison, 1 
Crancn, pages 174, 175, 176. 
held that the power of Congress to make 
“exceptions” and “regulations” applies 
only to the court’s “appellate jurisdic- 
tion.” 

° _ ° 

Since the court held the application 
of Marbury for a writ of mandamus was 
an original proceeding, and since Con- 
gress had no authority to enlarge the 
original jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court, so as to authorize it to entertain 
such applications for mandamus, as pro- 
vided in the Judiciary Act, the court 
held that part of the Judiciary Act un- 
dertaking t6 enlarge the original juris- 
diction of the Supreme Court so as to en- 
tertain such applications, to be contrary 
to the Constitution of the United States 
and therefore void. Therefore, the court 
held that it was without jurisdiction to 
entertain Marbury’s application, and the 
application was dismissed. For a critical 
and accurate analysis of Marshall's opin- 
ion on this point, see “The Life of John 
Marshall,” by John Beveridge, Vol. 2, p. 
137 et seq. “The Supreme Court in the 
History of the United States,” by Charles 
Warren, Vol. 1, page 245, “John Marshal! 
and the Constitution,” by Edward Sam- 
uel Corwin, Vol. 4, page 10. 

I don’t intend to be understood as dif- 
fering from your conclusion that the Su- 
prime Court has unquestioned authority 
to pass upon the validity of acts of Con- 
gress and that it should have that power. 
It simply struck me as strange and re- 
markable that in arguing in favor of the 
Supreme Court’s power to do so, you 
should reach the conclusion directly op- 
posite to that reached by Marshall.

THE RHODE ISLAND ELECTION. 

In November, 1934, the voters of the country went 
to the polls and did the unprecedented thing in & 
mid-term election of greatly increasing the majori- 
ties in Congress of the party in power. During the 
nine months which have intervened between that 
remarkable election and the special election held this 
‘week in the First Rhode Island District, to fill a 
vacancy in. the national House of Representatives, 
the Roosevelt program has suffered a number of seri- 
ous setbacks in the Supreme Court and Congress. 


| | These facts are enough in themselves to account 


| for the intensity of the Rhode Island campaign and 
| the widespread interest in the result. It is some- 


| ' thing else to say that they justify the interpretation 
| that the election of a Republican to a seat in Con- 


gress recently held by a Democrat means that the 
‘country as a whole has turned its. back on the New 
Deal program, or even that the popular enthusiasm 
for the President and his policies is rapidly cooling. 

Any analysis must begin with the variability of 
Rhode Island's political allegiance. Our smallest 
state voted for Taft in 1908, for Wilson in 1912, for 
Hughes in 1916, for Harding in 1920, for Coolidge 
in 1924, for Smith in 1928, for Roosevelt in 1932— 
for four Republican presidential candidates and three 
Democratic candidates in a quarter of a century. 
Similarly, in closely-fought senatorial elections in the 
past 20 years, Republicans have won from Democrats 
and on other occasions Democrats have won from 
Republicans. Thus, the mere fact of the victory of 
Representative-elect Charles F. Risk by nearly 12,000, 
together with the wiping out of a 21,000 margin for 
the last Democratie occupant of the seat, does not 
have the significance which would attach to such 
an overturn in a state of regular political habits. 

Much as Republican and Democratic leaders tried 
to wage the campaign on the issue of the New Deal, 
they could not do so in any clear-cut fashion. For- 
mer Judge Risk may have taken the stump with the 
slogan, “Repudiate the Administration's Acts.” State 
Treasurer Antonio Prince, the Democratic nominee, 
may have pledged complete support of the President. 
Yet the very election itself resulted from a devel- 
opment in State politics which has brought the Rhode 
Island Democrats much embarrassment and no little 
opposition on the score of State “bossism”—the unex- 
pected reorganization of the State Supreme Court 
under the direction of Democratic Gov. Theodore F. 
Green and the appointment of the last Democratic 
Congressman from the First District, Francis B. Con- 
don, as Chief Justice. 

If the district which went to the polls is one of 
varying interests—its upper half includes Pawtucket 
and Woonsocket and the cotton mill towns of the 
Blackstone Valley, while the lower half contains such 
social centers as Newport and Jamestown—both sec- 
tions see eye to eye on the cotton processing tax. Mr. 
Risk knew the AAA levy was unpopular with the 
voters when he announced he would move for its re- 
peal if elected, Mr, Prince, on the other hand, shoul- 
dered a heavy handicap when he indorsed the tax in 
the hard-hit textile area, where considerable unem- 
ployment is said to have been caused by its applica- 
tion. Had fate selected an agricultural district in 
Iowa, where the processing tax stands in high favor, 
for the first special congressional election, the result 
in all probability would have been quite different. 

The immediate payment of the soldiers’ bonus 
stood second only to the processing tax as a nation- 
al issue in the campaign and the bonus, of course, 
is not an issue on which voters divide as Democrats 
and Republicans. Last November the veteran vote 
in the district went to the Democratic nominee; 
Tuesday it went to Republican Mr, Risk, a former 
State commander of the American Legion and an 
ardent advocate of immediate payment. 

Republican leaders can be expected to hail the 
Rhode Island election as the beginning of the Dem- 
ocratic downfall. The Democrats can be counted on 
to discount it as of little importance. In the final 
analysis, it has no clear meaning for the nation 
save that the various sections of the country stand 
for or against policies, such as the processing tax, 
according to their own special interests, and that 
the veteran vote will shift from one political camp 
to another, depending on which candidate promises 
it the most.

THE MAIN CONCLUSION STANDS. 

We print the well-informed first letter in the peo- 
ple’s column today in the interest of an accurate rec- 
ord. The point which our correspondent makes, 
namely, that Congress does not have the right to 
extend the original jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court, is, after all, without bearing on the central 
constitutional subject we have had under discus- 
sion. This is the power of the Supreme Court to 
declare a legislative act unconstitutional. If both 
questions came up in the historic case of Marbury 
vs. Madison, it was through coincidence rather than 
necessary connection. For, obviously, the right of 
the court to overturn an act of Congress might just 
as well have been upheld for the first time in a case 
arising under an altogether different statute, based 
on another provision in the Constitution. 

In his last paragraph, our correspondent announces 
that his point in no way alters our conclusion. In- 
deed, he says expressly that he does not differ with 
us on that score. We hope all our readers will be 
as careful to keep the trees from obscuring the 
woods.

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IN THE GOLDFISH BOWL. 

Patrick J. Hurley, former Secretary of War, was, 
of course, fully within his legal rights when he ac- 
cepted fees from the Associated Gas & Electric Co. 
for opposing legislation which the company wanted 
beaten, and for other services. Joseph P. Tumulty, 
who was secretary to President Wilson, was likewise 
quite within legal bounds in accepting fees from 
utilities companies, and so alsu were those to whom 
he paid out part of the money—former Senator 
George H.- Moses and others. 

They all bad a perfect legal right to accept pay 
from the utilities. Other distinguished gentlemen, 
after holding national political office, have similarly 
received generous compensation, from corporate and 
other interests, for legal services (or, as must have 
been the case with the non-lawyer Senator Moses, 
for practicing the art of publicity) in Washington. 

Questioned about the $100,000 in fees received by 
his firm from the Associated Gas & Electric Co, in 
less than three years, former Secretary Hurley de- 
scribed himself as a “goldfish in a bowl.” That be- 
ing the case, it is in order to speculate as to what 
would have been the size of his fee, if any, if Mr. 
Hurley Aad not sat in the Cabinet of a President. 
In or out \of order, speculation may be indulged in as 
to the probable fee, if any, of Mr. Tumulty if he had 
not learned his way about Washington as the sec- 
retary to a President, and the probable fee, if any, of 
former Senator Moses if he had not been a former 
Senator. 
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THAT VAGUE RIVER-FRONT PROMISE. 

Mayor Dickmann has been informed by Messrs. 
Ickes and Hopkins that Federal funds will be allot- 
ted for construction of the proposed river-front me- 
morial to Thomas Jefferson if St. Louis approves the 
$7,500,000 bond issue, to be voted on next month, for 
the purchase of the site. The two Government offi- 
cials, however, refused to commit themselves to any 
definite sum. Senator Clark believes it will amount 
to $10,000,000 or $12,000,000, approximately one-half 
of the $22,015,000 grant for which application has 
been made. 

We are at a loss to understand the reluctance of 
Messrs. Ickes and Hopkins to express themselves 
more definitely on a project which has been before 
them and their subordinates for months. Its details 
have been repeatedly discussed with them in Wash- 
ington, and Federal representatives have visited St. 
Louis to examine the possibilities of the pgoject at 
first-hand. If there is anything about it they do not 
understand, it is not the fault of the Mayor or the 
United States Territorial Expansion Memorial Com- 
mittee, formed by Congress to study and report on 
the proposed memorial. 

A great impetus to the campaign for the bond 


| issue election would be given if the people could be 


told just what the Government was going to con- 
tribute to add to their own $7,500,000 investment. As 
it is, unless Senator Clark speaks with authority, 
they are in the dark. 

St. Louis was informed recently that all Federal 
relief here would be discontinued Nov. 1 on the ex- 
pectation that 30,000 jobs would be created under 
the four-billion-dollar appropriation for public works. 
The only large project we know about is the river- 
front memorial, to employ approximately 5000 men. 
If the Government seriously intends to create 30,000 
jobs in the less than three months remaining before 
the Nov. 1 deadline, we should think it would seize 
upon the memorial as an ideal way to begin. 

We believe the Mayor and members of the U. S. 
Commission Mould press Messrs. Ickes and Hopkins 
to say exactly what they propose to do. St. Louis 
has passed a bond issue ordinance. It has spent 
more than $70,000 on a special registration in an- 
ticipation of the election. It is entitled to a less 
vague promise than it has received. 

Meanwhile, we renew the suggestion made some 
time ago that persons who stand to profit directly 
from the construction of the memorial be required 
to pay a Jarger proportion of the $7,500,000 bond is- 
sue, if passed, than the population as a whole.

INDIA’S NEW CONSTITUTION. 

The American Constitution was drafted in a little 
more than four months, while India’s new Constitu- 
tion, formally approved by Act of Parliament last 
week, required eight years of almost constant labor. 
Our Constitution, as it appears in the World Alma- 
nac, covers six pages, while that of India requires 
more than 400. There are other differences, but 
chief among them is the fact that the Indian code 
does not mean actual self-government, or even do- 
minion status. All it does is to lengthen somewhat 
the tether that binds all India, native states as well 
as British provinces, to Britain. If the captive ranges 
too far on its leading strings, or encounters trouble, 
it may be speedily yanked back to immediate control. 

There is to be a Federal Legislature, it is true, 
but the basis of representation is so drawn that 
control by conservative interests is assured. The 
British Governor-General will have control of de- 
fense, foreign affairs and finances, and may assume 
dictatorial powers over other phases of government 
in event of emergency. The franchise is consider- 
ably broadened, but falls far short of full adult suf- 
frage. As an example of how British control is 
underwritten, one seat in the upper house of the 
Legislature is allotted to every 1,666,000 native vot- 
ers, and seven seats for the 135,000 British residents. 

The Constitution is denounced by virtually every 
group in India, particularly by the Congress party, 
which calls it “fundamentally bad and totally unac- 
ceptable.” It is essentially a concession to the long 
agitation for Indian independence which has harassed 
the British for years. Slight as is the gain 
for self-government, it is recognized as the greatest 
single step in the two centuries of British rule, and 
represents considerable concegsions by the Conserva- 
tives in Parliament. Some concessions were a cry- 
ing need, in the face of growing agitation in India, 
to make easier the tremendous. task of controlling 
351,000,000 people with an army of 60,000,

So it has always been and s0 it will be again. 
The small producer, supporting himself and 
his family from his plot of ground, is the 
one human being whom currency, finance, 
the refrigerator and the machine—those ar- 
biters of the fates of all other mortals— 
can never much affect or afflict. 

It would be well to define the small pro- 
ducer. He is the man who, with a certain 
knowledge of various crafts, can set his 
hand to most of the kinds of work that go 
to the maintenance of humble existences. 
He can mend or make a rough chest of 
drawers; he will make shift to mend a shoe 
or make a passable sandal; he will make or 
mend hurdles, platters, scythe handles, sties, 
shingle-roofs, harrows. But before all, he 
can produce and teach his family to produce 
good food according to the seasons ... To 
produce enough to keep his family supplied, 
independent, if the need arises, of the flux of 
currencies and the tides of world supplies 
—and to have if necessary a certain surplus 
for his less fortunate neighbors. He is the 
insurance premium of his race. 

That idea—that ideal of the small produc- 
er—is, I am frequently told, unfamiliar and 
even disagreeable to the immense majority 
of the inhabitants of the North American 
continent. I do not know about that. I 
have lived too long: in America to hazard 
impressions as to Americans; sometimes I 
think one thing and sometimes the other. 

Producing your own food becomes in the 
end—and quite soon—a passion. Over it you 
will go to great heroisms, _ self-sacrifices, 
mendacities. Every Frenchman and most of 
the English, Dutch, Germans, Italians and 
lesser races feel ashamed when they are 
quite out of contact with the earth. And 
I am inclined to believe that at bottom most 
Americans share that feeling—in spite of 
what I am told. After all, are they not the 
near descendants for the most part of agri- 
cultural pioneers?

The wish may, of course, be father to the 
thought, for it seems to me that the salva- 
tion of our humanity, if it is to be saved, 
will be found in great bands of territory 
surrounding our cities.

Our failing civilization needs contact with 
the earth for its renewal, if it is to be re- 
newed. We have got so far from it that 
too many of us believe that, just as behind 
certain glass we may dispense with the sun's 
light, so, by the aid of science, we May some- 
how synthetically obtain food from wood 
pulp or coal tar products. 

The marvelous human brain has discev- 
ered how we may fly in the face of God 
to the very limits of the empyrean. But, 
fagged out, that brain has flinched before 
the task of finding out how a machine that 
can do the work of 10,000 men under the 
superintendence of One man alone can be 
got to find employment for the 9999 that 
it has dis 

Today the major problem of the world is 
that of finding leisure occupation for the 
dispossessed or very short-time worker— 
and finding occupation that shall be at once 
economically sound, inexpensive and not 
soul-destroying. As the human mind more 
and more applies itself to the fantastic ideal 
of labor-saving appliances, the number of 


hours of human labor in the world must 
more and more diminish. 

The only way in which that situation can 
be met is by reducing the universal hours of 
labor more and more or by the dispossessal 
of millions the world over. In either case, 
the number of hours of enforced leisure will 
be the same. The machine working under 
the dictates of the financier or his rivals 
shall set that pace—until nature steps in 


and takes a hand. 
” 6 . 


Only the estate of the small producer can 
fill the void. You cannot imagine a popula- 
tion, each member of which works at a ma- 
chine for 10 hours a week, spending the 
whole of the rest of its time in cinemas. But 
you can imagine them spending considerable 
time growing string beans, attending on 
milch goats, moving hurdles for sheep 
amongst roots, weaving woolen stuffs, thin- 
ning out woodlands, building sties, carving 
bedposts, felling timber ... and having all 
the evenings and most of the winter months 
for the movies, the theater, the night clubs, 
the golf course, efor hitch-hiking, distant 
travel—or even for the arts and _  self-im- 
provement. 

I am aware that for the proud, machine- 
minded inhabitants of New York, London, 
Glasgow, Chicago or St. Louis, whose idea 
of food is something out of a tin and of en- 
tertainment something partaken of in 
crowds in one or other Great White Way, 
such a program may be regarded with dis- 
may. But to a healthily employed popula- 
tion, the necessity for the more meretricious 


‘forms of enjoyment decreases rapidly so 


that, in most fairly dense, market-gardening 
areas the world over, towns arise in which 
one form or other of non-harmful night life 
may be quite sufficiently enjoyed. The civil- 
ization that has thought out the airplane 
and its routes ought not to be unable to 
evolve schemes of rural enjoyment that shall 
be at once dignified and engrossing. 

Given that your agricultural commit- 
ments are not too big, it is a life singularly 
stable and unlikely to be overturned by the 
exigencies of the great financier. You have 
throughout the Old World communities that 
have gone on practicing the intensive culti- 
vation of the same land for hundreds, and 
indeed for thousands of years, in spite of 
panics, pestilences, wars and hurricanes. 

For myself, I look forward to a day when, 
the automobile being nearly as extinct as 
is the railway now, men shall live in great, 
intensively cultivated areas. Flying to town 
once or twice every week, they will do their 
three or five-hour shifts, superintending the 


' actions of the immense machines and pow- 


er stations in the great cities or in the great 
grain belts and ranches. The rest of their 
time they will occupy with the agreeable and 
unhurried labors of the soil, the pleasures 
of the cinema, the cafe or of whatever form 
of night life shall most appeal to them when 
day is over.

viously, it was better business to take $30- 
000 net from a gilt-edge Government bond 
investment than to take a risk in a priva’é 
enterprise that could not possibly net 4s 
much, So the private investment went beg 
ging. 

Now, let's apply the same mathematics t¢ 
the situation that would be created by pa® 
sage of the pending tax bill. It would com 
tinue the present 4 per cent norma! tax and 
raise the surtaxes to a top of 75 per ceat 
on incomes above $5,000,000 a year. That 
means that the top-bracket Federal tt 
would be 79 per cent. . 

So a man in that top-bracket class, 100%

Spiced Watermelon Rind. 


Four pounds prepared rind, 

One-third cup salt, 

Eight cups water. 

Sixteen cups sugar. 

Two cups boiling water. 

Five cups vinegar. 

One-half cup whole cloves. 

One-third cup whole allspice. 

Two-thirds cup broken bark cin- 
namon, 

Remove green and pink portions 
from rind. Cut rind into squares, 
cubes or three-cornered pieces. Soak 
over night in the salt and water. In 
the morning drain and cover by 
four inches with cold water. Slowly 
bring to boiling point and simmer 
until rind is very tender when test- 
ed with fork. This will require 
about 25 minutes of cooking, but ex- 
act time cannot be given. Mix rest 
of ingredients and boil two min- 
utes. Add cooked rind and simmer 
until well glazed. This will require 
about 50 minutes. Pour into stone 
jar and cover when cool.

On Crime Go After John

Certain requisites are necessary 
for all gangs. There must be men 
of cruelty and selfishness. There 
must be hide-outs, a few politicians, 
big or little, attorneys sometimes 
bargaining in advance with judges 
in the necessity of surrender. Also 
there is the crooked gun dealer to 
transform ordinary automatic pis- 
tols into super-automatics and baby 
machine-guns. Then, of course, 
there is the necessity of certain 
night-club owners whose places are 
really a blind for their real busi- 
ness, which is that of consorting 
with criminals, passing their stolen 
bonds for them or arranging to have 
kidnap money turned into the “real 
soft.” Of high necessity are the 
women. 

The Dillinger gang had all these 
advantages; at many places, among 
them certain night clubs in St. 
Paul and Louie’s place at Fox River 
Grove, they traveled in exactly the 
Same groove as the other gangs 
which had gone before them. Nev- 
ertheless, they represented a lower 
stratum of criminality. They did 
not possess the finesse of the Nash- 
Miller gang, the Keating and Hol- 
den mob, or the one which was to 
flourish for a time after their pass- 
ing, the Barker-Karpis outfit. Cer- 
tainly there was not the cohesion.

Y honor among thieves was non- 

existent. The women stole each 
other's clothing. Even Pat Reilly, 
with all his worship for the great, 
could not withstand the temptation 
to filch in a time of stress. This 
opportunity came during the Fed- 
eral raid on Little Bohemia. 

He had been sent back to St. Paul 
to contact one Tommy Gannon, who 
was to find a hide-out owner and 
obtain from him $4000 which was 
owed Homer Van Meter. Pat's trip 
was made with Patricia Cherring- 
ton. They returned to Little Bo- 
hemia just when the shooting was 
the worst, so they turned their car 
and hurriedly moved away. A bad 
road sent them into a ditch and 
they spent the night in a cornfield. 
Pat Reilly was badly scared. The 
whole world seemed filled with Fed- 
eral men. Every time he saw a 
motor headlight, fear transformed 
it into the flashlights of searching 
Special Agents. Whenever this oc- 
curred, Pat threw from him a par- 
cel wrapped in newspapers. Final- 
ly the woman, a former night club 
entertainer, went to pick up the 
bundle for him. It felt soft, like a 
bulk of bills. Surreptitiously she 
opened it and found money. So she 
took a handful, about $400, 

Pat was quite upset about that. 
He had planned to tell Homer Van 
Meter that he had been able to ob- 
tain only $1000. But it all worked 
out all right, except for Van Meter. 
The chase by Special Agents was a 
hot one, following the Little Bo- 
hemia fight. Contact was not es- 
tablished for several weeks. When 
at last an emissary of Van Meter's 
reached Pat, the money had dwin- 
died to $300.

Van Meter was exceedingly un- 
fortunate with money. He had 
“planted” some $10,000 in two fruit 
jars at a friend's house in Southern 
Illinois. When the chase cooled, he 
dropped by for it, and being care- 
less with money, tossed the two 
fruit jars into the rear of the car 
where sat Frank Kerwin, a hanger- 
on. At last they reached St. Paul 
and Van Meter opened his fruit 
jars. He found $2000 missing. For 
a time he blamed the friends— 
until at last Frank Kerwin began 
showing rolis of bills and paying 
off old debts. Even then, Van Me- 
ter could not get revenge. He left 
Minneapolis one afternoon for St. 
Paul. That afternoon he was killed 
by St. Paul police, and his career 
ended, and the money is still miss- 


ing. 
It was a grand, dishonorable 
crowd, and that included Baby 


Face Nelson. The entire gang was 
afraid of him, even to the women. 
Everyone looked upon him as a rat 
among men. After a bank robbery, 
they inevitably would give him the 
“honor” of dividing the spoils. Oth- 
erwise, they lived in fear that he 
was allowed to be on the outside of 
the group, he would machine-gun 
them all and take everything. 

So, after the Little Bohemia bat- 
tle, where Baby Face killed his first 
Federal man, there was little dis- 
position on the part of the gang to 
harbor him. He was too hot and 
they told him so. Baby Face then 
moved for his old hangouts in Cali- 
fornia; the Government says that 
on the way he was protected by 17 
persons in various parts of Mon- 
tana, Nevada and California. At 
last, with John Paul Chase, his old 
bootlegging friend, he started east. 
Special’ agents awaited him. 

If the routine of gangs had run 
to form, so had that of the mem- 
bers of the Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. The usual process of check- 
ing acquaintances, enemies, likes 
and dislikes, hangouts and hide- 
outs had proceeded, day and night. 
Among other things, the special 
agents had learned that Baby Face 
Nelson felt himself best protected 
when he was in the vicinity of a 
resort near Chicago owned by a 
politician of more than ordinary 
power. Baby Face called him by 
his first name and often had 
stopped at his hotel. So two spe- 
cial agents took a cottage and wait- 
ed. One day in late November they 
saw a car at a distance containing 
two men and a woman. One of 
the males they never had seen be- 
fore. The other man and the 
woman they recognized. It was 
Baby Face Nelson and his wife. 

Hurriedly word was sent into 
Chicago for additional special 
agents, that the multiple murderer 
could be surrounded and captured.

Baby Face Nelson was on the 
prod that afternoon. There is evi- 
dence that he recognized some old 
enemies in a passing car and took 
a few shots at them, only, however, 
to desist. A sleek, speeding car 
was rushing upon him from the 
rear. 

The killer Swung about and pulled 
his car to one side, while, with 
brakes hard applied, the car con- 
taining Special Agent H. E. Hollis 
and Inspector Samuel Cowley came 
to a stop. Both were in readiness 
for them; Baby Face never toox 
chances unless he could get in for 
the first shots. The firing started 
as the agents were alighting from 
their car. Hollis fell fatally injured 
shortly afterward, shot through the 
head. But Inspector Cowley, 
though torn with bullets, lived lone 
enough to sweep Baby Face Nelson 
with his machine gun.
